AJUGA - Bugle 
Satisfactory in both sunny or shady places. Dwarf, creeping perennials. 
The leaves are a rich shiny green, and the shoots more or less creeping.

The plants are best grown in groups of three or six. Allow a distance of at 
least 18 inches to 2 feet between the plants. Planting may be done in 
autumn or early spring. Remove faded flowers, and on no account allow 
seeds to develop, then a second crop of flowers may be expected later on.

DICTAMNUS - Gas Plant or Fraxinella 


An old-fashioned, herbaceous perennial. Once firmly established, a 
plant will continue to thrive in the same spot for several generations. 
They have ashlike leaves which emit a delightfully fragrant odor, and 
the quaintly formed flowers are borne in upright racemes. The inflores- 
cence is covered with glands secreting a resinous, volatile matter, which 
my be ignited in the evening of hot days without any damage to the 
plants. 


Culture. They require a deep, rich, loamy soil and a sunny, well-drained 
border. Not suitable for heavy, damp soils. Best grown singly, so as to 
display the handsome contour and beauty of the foliage. Once planted, 
avoid disturbing the roots. Plant in spring or fall, 10 to 12 inches apart. 


Fraxinella caucasicus Each 85c, Three $2.25, Doz. $6.75 
A very showy border perennial, forming a bush about 21% feet, having 
fragrant foliage and spikes of rosy pink flowers with deeper veins dur- 
ing June and July.

All they want is 
a little light alluvial soil, a little loam and peat or leaf mold sufficient 
to keep the soil light and open, plenty of moisture, position varying from 
partial to deep shade. The Aspleniums and many others will grow on 
walls, chinks of rocks, etc. Many will revel in full sunshine in any border. 


Culture. A shady position is, of course, preferred, or a spot which gets 
Practically no sun, will be an ideal place for a fernery. If the Position 
should be a very damp one, it will be advisable to raise the surface 
about 6 inches to a foot. Fora good effect plant 8 to 10 inches apart.

There are two distinct types, one, Christmas Rose, flowering in late 
winter, and the other, Lenten Rose, in spring. Both are valuable for 
garden decoration because of their flowering during the dull period of 
the year. 


Culture. Require to be grown in a coo], moist, shady position, such as 
under the shade of trees or among ferns. The ideal soil is a retentive 
loam, freely mixed with leaf mold and well-rotted manure. As Helleborus 
are impatient of disturbance at the roots it is advisable to select a 
position for them where they will not be required to be disturbed for 
many years. Planting may be done in fall or spring, 12 inches apart, 
Each autumn add a top dressing of leaf mold and well-rotted manure, 
and let it lie on the surface. In summer give plenty of water.

HIBISCUS - Mallow 


About one hundred and fifty to two hundred species are known, some 
annual, others perennial or as shrubs. We are dealing here only with 
the Giant Mallow of recent introduction which is a tall plant about 
three to four feet high with immense white, pink or red, hollyhock-like 
flowers, freely produced during the summer. 

Culture. A rich, moist, well drained soil suits them best. Best planted as 
single specimens in full sun in the border, or in groups of three or more 
on the lawn.

Culture. All Lewisias must have a loose, porcus soil w.th a moderate 
amount of humus or leaf mold. It must be deep, at least a foot, and 
drainage must be excellent. They like a gritty soil and one of the best 
things to mix in is the fine screenings from crushed rock. Deciduous 
spec.es Gre better in full sun. All evergreen varieties are best in light 
shade. Plant in fall or spring.

Mr. Horvath’s interest was early given to the development of better hardy Climbing Roses. In 
1892 he obtained the first hybrid with the Rosa Wichuraiana of Japan thus beginning the modern 
strain of large-flowered hardy Climbing Roses. In 1897 he exhibited 14 new varieties at the first 
show held by the American Rose Society in the famous Eden Museé of New York City. These were 
seen and admired by many rosarians with the result that many similar hybrids were made. 


The continuous breeding in the attempt to get larger size and brighter color into the Wichura- 
jana strain weakened it to the point where most of the varieties failed in winter hardiness. Naturally 
there resulted a demand for hardier and more sturdy Roses in varieties which would not require 
pampering but which with reasonable care would live through most winters without loss. 


Responding to this need his new Rose originations cover the full range of colors and many of these 
new Climbing Roses have flowers as large and fine as any existing Hybrid Tea. Further, as Dooryard 
or Hedge Roses has resulted a form and shape of plant not hitherto seen. See Mabelle Stearns, page 
96. These results were accomplished through painstaking and eventually successful experiments in 
the introduction of other species strains not previously used. 


It was arranged to have The Wayside Gardens Company introduce and disseminate these new 
Roses of his origination. Several dozens of new creations are under test, but only those of decided 
merit will be marketed. The varieties offered, each one well worth while in itself, form, we believe, 
the beginning of a new and most valuable strain of Roses. They will be offered under the designation 
of ‘‘Horvath’s Setigera and Xanthina Hybrids.’’

Their modest requirements are sun, water and rich soil; almost every- 
body can have built or can themselves construct an artificial pool. Any 
location that is available would be satisfactory, provided it is exposed to the 
full sun. Rather than have no water garden at all, the interested party can 
grow many of the varieties in tubs or half-barrels sunk in the ground. 


Soil. An excellent soil for use in tubs or artificial pools is made by mix- 
ing three parts of rotted sod, compost, or good top soil with one part of cow 
manure or good barnyard manure. All manure used must be thoroughly 
decomposed, to prevent fermentation when covered with water. Ground 
bone or bone meal may be used if necessary, at the rate of one quart to 
one bushel of soil. 


Size of Pool. The larger the water surface the better the results. A tub 
or half-barrel 2 feet in diameter will furnish a miniature pool. An artificial 
pool should be made as large as possible, and 2 feet deep. 

Water. One foot of water over the soil is the most desirable depth in 
artificial pools. Some will thrive in shallower water, but few will stand a 
depth exceeding two feet. After the pool is once filled it is only necessary 
to replenish that which evaporates. Do not attempt planting until warm 
weather has come to stay.

Then increase the water supply 
so that the soil at all times is on the moist side, though not wet. Do not set outdoors until all danger of frost is past.

PLANTING VINES 


For vines always dig the hole a foot away from a post or wall, never 
closer. Runners of vines may be tied to a post, but it is best to lay the 
runners of English Ivy and Boston Ivy on the ground along the wall 
and permit young growth to find its own way up. 

Climbing Hydrangea vines are very woody and of slow growth. 
Do not cut them back. As soon as plant starts growing well, its 
young shoots will adhere to a wall without effort on your part.

THE QUEEN OF VINES 


There is a much wider range of varieties than is generally thought. De- 
scriptions below are condensed because the species to which: each variety 
belongs covers the major points. The two important species are: Wisteria 
Sinensis, the Chinese Wisteria, characterized by large fragrant flowers in 
compact clusters of medium length. They come into bloom very young and 
all the flowers in each cluster open at about the same time before any 
leaves appear. Wisteria Floribunda, which is better known as Wisteria 
Multijuga or Japanese Wisteria, has long slender racemes of smaller flowers. 
Those at top are fully open while the lower ones are only small unopened 
buds. This of course lengthens the blooming period until the leaves are 
pretty well out. All our stock is grafted and grown in a special manner to 
induce early bloom rather than a lot of useless wood. Seedlings or plants 
improperly propagated may go eight or ten years without ever producing a 
flower. We maintain that if wood is the main thing wanted, it is more 
economical to patronize a lumber yard than a nursery.

While they do quite well in shade, they 
prefer full sun. To insure a heavy mass of blooms each year, it is 
recommended that the faded flowers be removed and not permitted to 
go to seed. Do not cultivate deeply as all Azaleas root quite close to 
the surface of the soil. 

Hardiness: Azalea Mollis are very hardy. Temperatures as low as 
ten degrees below zero will not kill them, but we recommend that if 
planted in sections of the country where these how temperatures prevail, 
the tops of the plants be protected with some cover such as a piece of 
burlap or cloth. Spring planting or fall panting is equally satisfactory. 
It is not necessary to lift and transplant Azalea Mollis with a ball of 
earth. They transplant and grow freely without. This makes shipping a 
simple and inexpensive matter. Mature plants depending on variety 
reach a height of 3 to 6 feet.

FLOWERING ALMONDS, PLUMS AND PEACHES 


Among the Flowering Prunes are several handsome shrubs called variously: Flowering Plums, 
Flowering Cherries, Flowering Almonds and Flowering Peaches. They are so well known that they 
do not need any introduction. They are very hardy. 


FLOWERING PEACHES 


The general habit of all is much the same, the main difference being 
in color of flowers and time of blooming. They should be very severely 
pruned every year as soon as they have finished blooming and before 
growth starts. Cutting them for decoration accomplishes the same _ pur- 
pose and is highly beneficial but should be completed as soon as flowers 
are gone. All growth of the previous season should be cut back to about 
8 inches.

When to Order 

Send us your order as soon as you have made your 
selection. Do not delay mailing it to us! Much pre- 
liminary work must be done before the actual shipping 
of bulbs or plants is possible. Nursery products are not 
manufactured but are grown so that in case of “short 
crops” early orders have first consideration. It is good 
judgment on your part to have your order “in” early 
and it is helpful to us. 


Report Errors Promptly 
(Always Give DATE of Order) 

It is impossible to avoid or escape rush periods in the 
nursery business. Errors are possible at such times. 
Therefore, check over your order as soon as you receive 
it. Shrubs, roses, bulbs, and plants, etc., are sent in 
separate packages sometimes several weeks apart be- 
cause they do not mature at the same time. This is 
particularly true in the autumn. Perennial plants are 
never included in the same bundle with shrubs as they 
do not arrive satisfactorily if handled that way. If you 
receive anything which has been damaged in transit 
advise us at once. Be sure to always state the variety 
name and quantity of damaged goods. With that in- 
formation at hand, we are able to immediately send you 
a free replacement for that which was received damaged. 
It is important we have complete information. 


We Ship at Proper Planting Time 

All plants, roses or shrubs, and bulbs will be shipped 
at the proper time for planting in your locality. This 
often requires two or more shipments. If there is a 
special date on which you would like to receive your 
order, mention it on the order blank. We desire to 
comply with your request, weather permitting, of course. 


Quantities and Prices 

1 or 2 plants of one kind are sold only where each rate 
is quoted.
